4. The Commands of a Prince, wao 
reigns Fure Divino Inberert and Perional, 
may not be ditobey’d or difputed, howfoever 
contradittory to Reafon or Natures bes 
caufe that would be to rebel againftGod— _ 
Butthe Cominands of a King or Queen of 
England,. if concradifory to Reafon or Na+ 
tuce, may be difputed or difobey’"d—E:z0, 
The Kings or Queens of England do not 
rcign by Inhereat, Perfonal, Divine Right. 

Aad yet afcer ail, the QUEEN of Eng- 
land has a Divine Right, acd is a Sacred 
frincefs. Government is Divine, aad Her 
Majefty’s Title to execute it, is Divine; 
Goverament is without doubt of Divine 
Origioal, as Reafon isthe Daughter of Na- 
ture, Nature the firft-born Daughter of 

eaven—Government is founded inReafon, 
Reafon is the, immediate Creature of the 
moft High; God Almighty begat Nature 
by the Breath of his Mouth, fix’d its Eter- — 
nal Law in his unalterable Decree; Nature — 
begat Reafon, ReafonbegatGovernment. — 

God gave Man the Earth for his Pof- 
fefhon, in that Poffeffion he included the

Government, for to have given a Body of 
Men the Poffeffion of a Country, but give 
the Dominion of it away from them, had — 
been not to give it thematall; in this Pof= — 
feffion,is their original Power feated ? Lords © 
of the Soil are always Lords of themfelves ;

_ This is a fair and juft Superfedeas to ail 
~ Claim of Blood, Line, Defcent, or pretend- 
ed Divire Right whatfoever. This Divine 
~ Right,theQUEENhas.and whoever fays,this 
is not fufficient, gor that the Parliamenc of 
_ England hasnot a legal Power to limit the 
Succeffion,that is to difplace ,dif-inherit, put 
_ by, ftate, and re-inftate, as they fee fir, is 
an Enemy of Evgland, anda Traytor to its 
Conftitution. : be 

This is Her Majefty’s Right, “tis truly 

Divine, Her Majefty needs no other; Her 
Majefty can have no other, the Duke of 
Marlborough fights to maintain the Suffi- 
ciency of this Title; and concurring Hea- 
ven gives a loud Teftimony to the Juftice 
of the Claim by Miracles of Viétories, and 
by ftriking the Enemies of this Poffefiun 
with Terror and Amazemect.
